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Tour busses henceforth orderly 
and organized 



ORANJESTAD - On 
Wednesday morning, Minis¬ 
ter Otmar Oduber, who has 
tourism transportation under 
his watch, met with the dif¬ 
ferent players in the tourism 
transportation arena regard¬ 
ing the changes that will be 
enacted as of today in the 
wharf area. 

Oduber reported on the 
heavy investment of 
Afls.200, 000 in the last quar¬ 
ter of 2010 to improve the sit¬ 
uation with the different 
Kiosks and surrounding area. 
He reminded the group that 
during a meeting held at the 
end of 2010 with the tour op¬ 
erators, it was agreed that to¬ 
gether they would create a 
more efficient and organized 
structure for transportation 
out of the wharf area. This, he 
said, is in keeping with the 
changes needed to take place 
in order to improve our serv¬ 
ices and the Aruba product. 

The changes will erase the 
ugly appearance that cruise 
visitors get when they disem¬ 
bark the cruise ships and be¬ 
hold the congestion of busses 
everywhere. Henceforth, this 
will be coordinated. The dis¬ 
putes regarding tour tariffs 
have also been regulated and 


will be published; and as of 
today these will be fully im¬ 
plemented. 

As of march 11th, 2011, 
all tour busses will depart in 
accordance with the order in 
which they arrived. There is 
a regulated tariff and number 
of allowable passengers for 
each bus. The minister re¬ 
grets that this process took a 
little longer than he had antic¬ 
ipated, because of the past 
rainy days. During the rainy 
days it was impossible to 
complete the different jobs 
around the tank. But, now 
everything is in place and as 
of today the new plan will 
take effect; and all the ugly 
sights will now be a thing of 
the past. 

Oduber also informed the 
players that a part of the 
TPEF (Tourism Product En¬ 
hancement Fund) which was 
made available to beautify 
the area was allocated to sub¬ 
sidizing the Visibility Team 
for the security of our city 
area. In addition, an invest¬ 
ment was made in acquiring 
5 cleaning teams to keep our 
tourism corridor clean, which 
includes the wharf area. As of 
Wednesday March 10, one of 
these cleaning teams has 


been charged with a daily 
early morning clean up, as of 
7:00 a.m, to maintain the area 
clean. 

In the next phase of the 
changes, several announce¬ 
ment signs will be placed at 
strategic places around the 
city. This will be an invest¬ 
ment of 60 to 80 thousand 
Aruban florins and the hope 
is that within 4 to 6 weeks 
these signs will be ready. 
These unified signs will be 
visible the moment a visitor 
steps off the ship. Visitors 
will be guided as to how to 
get the main street, how to 
get to the museum, to the 
beach, and also how to get 
back to the ship. 

There will be 5 different 
places where shopping-mall- 
style maps will be available 
which will guide our tourist 
on how to get to their desired 
destinations around the is¬ 
land. 

Oduber concluded his re¬ 
marks by indicating that 
these investments are in an 
effort to improve on the qual¬ 
ity of the Aruba product with 
respect to the service we want 
to offer especially within the 
city limits.

Kadhafi son says 'victory in sight 1 
as Vfest frets 



TRIPOLI, Libya (AFP) - 
Moamer Kadhafi's son said 
that victory was in sight 
against rebels fighting his fa¬ 
ther's iron-fisted regime after 
loyalist forces retook two key 
towns and Western powers 
fretted over how to deal with 
the escalating civil war. 

Seif al-Islam spoke after 
NATO and the European 
Union had started 48 hours of 
crisis talks, amid growing calls 
for the imposition of a no-fly 
zone over Libya and reports 
that France would even sup¬ 
port selective air strikes. 
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"I send a message to our 
brothers and friends in the east 
who are sending us daily calls 
for help and asking us to res¬ 
cue them: We're coming," he 
said. 

"Victory is in sight. Victory 
is near," he told the exhuberant 
youths. "I swear before God 
that we're going to win." 

Earlier, in an interview 
broadcast on Britain's Sky 
News and BBC TV, the 
younger Kadhafi said the 
regime would "never surren¬ 
der" to the rebels and did not 
fear foreign intervention. 

"We are not afraid of the 
American fleet, NATO, 
France, Europe. This is our 
country. We live here, we die 
here. We will never, ever sur¬ 
render to those terrorists. 

With its fighters in retreat, 
the opposition appealed to 
Western powers meeting in 
Brussels to follow the lead of 
France in recognising their na¬ 
tional council. 

Targeted by rocket fire, 
rebels fled from Ras Lanuf, a 


strategic coastal oil town in 
eastern Libya they had cap¬ 
tured , AFP reporters said. 

A hospital official in Brega, 
about 85 kilometres (52 miles) 
further east along the Mediter¬ 
ranean coast, said: "We have 
four dead and 35 wounded, but 
there's still many more com¬ 
ing." 

Medics say 400 people 
have died and 2,000 more been 
injured in eastern Libya since 
February 17. 

Three BBC journalists who 
tried to reach Zawiyah earlier 
this week were "detained and 
beaten" before being subjected 
to a mock execution, the 
broadcaster said. 

"This is yet another exam¬ 
ple of the horrific crimes being 
committed in Libya," a British 
Foreign Office spokesman 
said. 

NATO's Rasmussen said 
that "if there is a demonstrable 
need, if we have a clear man¬ 
date and strong regional sup¬ 
port, we stand ready to help."

Danes' Somali captors kill 
eight soldiers 


MOGADISHU, Somalia(AFP) 
- The Somali pirates holding a 
Danish family hostage killed 
eight Puntland government 
troops who were heading to¬ 
wards their mountain hide-out, 
security officials said. 

Officials said forces from 
the northern Somali break¬ 
away state where the seven 
hostages — four adults and 
three teenage children — are 
held were approaching the pi¬ 
rates' lair and were intercepted 
on the way. 

"Puntland armed forces 
clashed with pirates near Ban¬ 
dar Beyla and the information 
we're getting indicates that 
there were casualties," said 
Abdifatah Mohamed, a secu¬ 
rity official based in Bosasso. 

"Some of our soldiers were 
killed and one of our trucks 
was destroyed," he said, 
adding that communication 
with the remote area near Ban¬ 


dar Beyla was bad, making it 
impossible for him to confirm 
the number of dead. 

"A reinforcement of 11 
armed vehicles has left 
Garowe," the administrative 
capital of Puntland, he added. 

Another security official 
who refused to be quoted, 
however, said eight Puntland 
troops were killed in the am¬ 
bush. 

"Eight Puntland forces were 
killed... It was a serious inci¬ 
dent this afternoon," he said on 
condition of anonymity. 

The Danish hostages, 
whose yacht the S/YING was 
seized in the Indian Ocean on 
February 24, were not affected 
by the incident, which took 
place several miles from the 
place where they are believed 
to be held captive. 

It is not yet clear whether 
the pirates have made a ran¬ 
som demand.

Detainees return to 
“classes” at KIA 



Prison Overseer, Esther Lares- 
Werleman, in charge of socio¬ 
cultural work in Aruba’s prison 
facility, commented on the 
positive effect among de¬ 
tainees for the re-enacted 
courses of the Education for 
Employment Program (EPE). 

Inmates expressed excite¬ 
ment when the EPE courses 
began in January. The program 
began with an offering of two 
courses, namely, The Tourism 
Industry and a Waiters course. 
Both courses are well sub¬ 
scribed by both male and fe¬ 
male inmates. The KIA is 
equipped with two classrooms, 
one for female and one for 
male inmates each with a seat¬ 
ing capacity of 12 persons. The 
interest by inmates is greater 
than the available space, which

makes it impossible to accom¬ 
modate the demand for these 
courses. 

Esther Lares-Werleman re¬ 
ported that the enthusiasm 
among prisoners is extremely 
high and that those enrolled are 
taking advantage of the oppor¬ 
tunity to learn as much as pos¬ 
sible and is ready to apply 
what they’ve learned as soon 
as they have served their time 
and are ready to return to their 
community. These courses are 
especially motivating to those 
who are serving a longer sen¬ 
tence. 

The prison overseer ex¬ 
pressed the hope that more 
courses could be offered such 
as, Electrician, Computer, Mu¬ 
sic, Sowing and Pedicure/ 
Manicure. If these types of 
courses could be offered this 
would greatly benefit our in¬ 
mates as well as the commu¬ 
nity once these persons are 
released back to the commu¬ 
nity. 

Minister of Labor and Ed¬ 
ucation, Otmar Oduber is con¬ 
templating the possibility for 
expanding the course offerings 
in an effort to contribute posi¬ 
tively to the reformation of 
those who for one reason or 
other ended up in jail. He had 
words of praise for the work of 
EpE and hoped that our in¬ 
mates will be able to apply 
their acquired skills to their life 
once they are free and back 
into the community.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
researchers said this week 
they have found a way to at¬ 
tack late-stage breast and 
liver cancer tumors by attach¬ 
ing a potent chemotherapy 
drug to tiny carbon particles 
known as nanodiamonds. 

The technique was tested in 
mice and showed that nanodia¬ 
monds helped the drug, doxoru¬ 
bicin, get inside the normally 
chemo-resistant tumor and 
shrink it, said the study pub¬ 
lished in the journal Science 
Translational Medicine. 

Without the nanodia¬ 
monds, the drug was either 
rejected by the body and 
failed to work on the tumor, 
or in higher doses it was too 
powerful for the patient to 
survive. 

’’This is the first work to 
demonstrate the significance 
and translational potential of 
nanodiamonds in the treat¬ 
ment of chemotherapy-resis¬ 
tant cancers,” said the study. 

The research shows prom¬ 
ise for possible use in hu¬ 
mans because chemotherapy 


drug resistance causes treat¬ 
ment to fail in 90 percent of 
cancers that have spread in¬ 
side the body, known as 
metastatic cancer. 

”What is most interesting 
from this study is when we 
took an even higher dose of 
the drug, that dose was so 
toxic that the animals all 
died. They didn't even last 
long enough to finish the 
study,” said lead author Dean 
Ho of Northwestern Univer¬ 
sity. 

"But when we took that 
same higher dose and bound 
it to the nanodiamond, not 
only did all the animals sur¬ 
vive the study, the tumor 
sizes were the smallest that 
we saw in the study,” he told 
AFP. 

Ho said he became inter¬ 
ested in using carbon parti¬ 
cles to deliver drugs more 
than three years ago, and was 
attracted to nanodiamonds 
because they have been 
shown in automotive uses to 
work well with water, a key 
requirement in medical uses, 


too. 

"We also saw that the 
shape of the diamond was 
very conducive because it is 
a very ordered structure and 
that is always good for biol¬ 
ogy,” Ho added. 

Nanodiamonds are typi¬ 
cally formed in explosions, 
such as in coal mining or oil 
refinery operations, and are 
even thought to result from 
meteorite landings. 

"What is neat about it is it 
is almost like a waste mate¬ 
rial, it is going to be produced 
anyways,” said Ho. 

"So instead of throwing it 
out, taking this by product 
and simply processing it with 
things like acid washing, 
milling, sonification, it can 
yield very uniform particles 
of between two and eight 
nanometers in diameter.” 

Ho said it would likely be 
a few years before the ther¬ 
apy may be available on the 
market, and that researchers 
would first look at how the 
technique works in larger an¬ 
imals before human clinical 
trials can start. 

"Nanodiamonds possess 
numerous hallmarks of an 
ideal drug delivery system 
and are promising platforms 
for advancing cancer ther¬ 
apy,” said co-author Edward 
Chow, a postdoctoral fellow 
with the GW Hooper Foun¬ 
dation, which helped fund the 
research, and the University 
of California, San Francisco. 

Other funding for the 
study came from the National 
Institutes of Health, the Na¬ 
tional Science Foundation, 
and the American Cancer In¬ 
stitute. 


SEOUL (AFP) - South 
Korea's electronics giants are 
engaged in rare public mud- 
slinging about whose 3-D tel¬ 
evision technology is better, 
as they battle for a greater 
share of a potentially huge 
global market. 

Samsung Electronics and 
LG Electronics, respectively 
the world's largest and second 
largest flat-screen TV mak¬ 
ers, each claim their technol¬ 
ogy offers more vivid images 
and wider viewing angles. 

The two firms, both driven 
by newly-appointed leaders, 
are striving to set the 3-D in¬ 
dustry standard. Market re¬ 
searcher DisplaySearch 
forecasts that 3-D will ac¬ 
count for 41 percent of all 
flat-screen shipments world¬ 
wide by 2014, compared to 
two percent last year. 

LG champions a technol¬ 
ogy called film-patterned re¬ 
tarder (FPR), while Samsung 
uses so-called active shutter 
glass technology. 

The two conglomerates 
rarely attack each other's 
products but a war of words 
began in January at the Las 
Vegas Consumer Electronics 
Show. 

Exchanges heated up last 
month when LG reportedly 
described Samsung's 3-D 
technology as a generation 
behind. 

The following day, a Sam¬ 
sung Electronics press release 
said the difference between 
its product and that of its 
competitor was "one of night 
and day”. 

On Tuesday Samsung 
again attempted to rubbish its 
rival. 

Kim Hyeon-Seok, execu¬ 


tive vice president of Sam¬ 
sung's visual display unit, de¬ 
scribed LG's claim that its 
3-D TVs offer wider angles 
than Samsung's as "an at¬ 
tempt to deceive consumers”. 

"It is unacceptable that LG 
claims that FPR is better than 
active shutter glasses when 
the whole world says other¬ 
wise," Kim said. 

Samsung has even pub¬ 
lished a print ad featuring a 
popular actor next to a small 
monkey, both wearing special 
glasses for 3-D viewing. The 
monkey's caption reads 
"Why is my 3-D TV not fully 
high-definition?” 

Samsung denies the mon¬ 
key symbolises LG. 

Kwon Young-Soo, CEO of 
LG Display — LG Electronics' 
flat panel unit — urged Sam¬ 
sung Thursday to "stop the 
ads attacking another firm” 
and maintained his firm's 
technology is more advanced. 

Kwon said LG's special 
glasses, required to watch 3- 
D TVs, are lighter, cheaper, 
transmit fewer electromag¬ 
netic waves and cause less 
blurred vision than Sam¬ 
sung's. 

Greg Roh, an analyst at 
HMC Investment Securities, 
called the feud "psychologi¬ 
cal warfare” partly aimed at 
boosting each company's rep¬ 
utation among consumers 
less willing this year to buy 
new TVs. 

"Demand for new TVs 
this year is deemed low as 
many consumers already own 
new LCD and PDP (plasma) 
TVs... so the firms may need 
something to boost their 
standing among consumers 
even slightly,” he told AFP.

Obama shares childhood tales at bullying 
conference 



WASHINGTON, (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama con¬ 
fessed he was taunted as a kid 
over his "big ears" and unusual 
name, as he opened a White 
House summit on preventing 
bullying. 

"Bullying isn’t a problem 
that makes headlines every 
day, but every day it touches 
the lives of people all across 
the country," Obama said, not¬ 
ing a growing movement 
among young people to com¬ 
bat youth harassment. 

"If there is one goal of this 
conference, it is to dispel the 
myth that bullying is just a 
harmless rite of passage or an 
inevitable part of growing up," 
Obama said as he opened the 
conference. 

"It's not. Bullying can have

"As adults, we all remem¬ 
ber what it was like to see kids 
picked on in the hallways or in 
the schoolyard. 

"I have to say with big ears 
and the name that I have, I 
wasn't immune. I didn't emerge 
unscathed."

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Melinda Gates urged US law¬ 
makers not to cut funding for 
family planning programs in 
developing countries, saying 
access to contraception can 
"save a huge number of 
lives." 

"There is a lot of contro¬ 
versy in this country about re¬ 
productive health because of 
the issue of abortion, and it's 
appropriate to continue that 
dialogue because there are 
strong feelings on both 
sides," Gates said in a speech 
at the annual conference of 
CARE, a global anti-poverty 
group. 

"But we must remember 
that there has long been a 
broad, bipartisan consensus 
on the need to give all 
women access to the contra¬ 
ceptives that women in rich 
countries use every day. It is 
vital to maintain that consen¬ 
sus," she added. 

The CARE conference 
was held a few miles from 
Capitol Hill, where US Sena¬ 
tors voted Wednesday on 
budget proposals from rival 
Republicans and Democrats 
on how to cut government 
spending and slash the huge 
US deficit. 

The Republicans' budget 
proposal, which would com¬ 
pletely remove funding for 
the Planned Parenthood Fed¬ 
eration of America (PPFA) as 
just one measure to slash 
government outlays by some 
$61 billion, was rejected by 



the Senate. 


PPFA has had an interna¬ 
tional operation since 1971 
and co-founded the Interna¬ 
tional Planned Parenthood 
Federation. 

A Democratic Party 
spending plan, which would 
trim a far more modest 
amount from the budget, also 
failed to win Senate approval. 

Gates and her husband 
Bill, co-founder of Microsoft, 
chair a global philanthropy 
group that bears their name. 

"Right now, more than 
200 million women in the 
world who don't want to have 
a child, are not using contra¬ 
ceptives," Melinda Gates 
said. 

"This is a problem we 
should be able to solve if we 
work together to give women 
the lifesaving tools they de¬ 
serve."

Throughout the millennia 
philosophers and historical 
reporters have stated that a 
people builds its shelters not 
only for protection from the 
surrounding elements but 
also to display their individ¬ 
ualism. 

Given the very limited 
natural resources on this 
small island, Arubans have 
indeed shown their ingenu¬ 
ity and creativity building 
homes stone upon stone. 
The oldest, still standing, is 
located in Saveneta and was 
built from caliche, a crusty 
calcium deposit found in the 
hills on the southeastern 
section of Aruba. 

Roof shapes slanted 
down from a center peak to 
allow the heat to rise in the 
interior. 

Small windows were a 
consistent element in early 
homes to keep in the cool 
which was retained by the 
stone structure eventually re¬ 
placed by cement. Curtains 
were fastened at the top and 
bottom of these small win¬ 
dows and then tied in the cen¬ 
ter to allow the fresh air to 
enter on either side. 

Foundations were 

formed by repeatedly tamp¬ 
ing down the earth and wet¬ 
ting it resulting in a rock 
hard base. An outstanding 
design element were the 
stone walls that surrounded 
the homes. They were built 
without mortar, coral rocks 
fitted together without any 
gaps: a marvel of innate en¬ 
gineering to a perfect fit. Al¬ 
though this form of 
construction is a lost art, 
there are still many walls or 
parts of walls still standing 
in various parts of the is¬ 
land. 

The dirt yards were 
swept on a regular basis and 
plants were kept in hand¬

plant, but to keep the yard 
clear of any creepy crawling 
creatures that may seek en¬ 
trance into the house. This 
tradition was and still is 
maintained based on the cus¬ 


made pots. This was not just 
for neatness or for the fact 
that the ground was hard to 


tom of the earliest Indian set¬ 
tlers. 

With the introduction of 
cement, more imaginative 
construction designs ap¬ 
peared while still retaining 
the basic design elements. 
Houses became box-shaped 
with wooden louvered win¬ 
dows; hex signs, with no 
cultural meaning, appeared 
along the corners of the 
houses from foundation to 
roof; and patios were laid 
across earthen yards. 

Story-high stone kilns, 
more than 100 years old, 
still stand majestically and 
silent and intact though no 
longer in use. Houses grew 
higher and spread out, win¬ 
dows became longer yet still 
narrow and bright red roofs 
became the norm. Elaborate 
ornamentation graced the 
roof tops, balconies and en¬ 
trances of the large homes, 
most of which today are 
public buildings, such as the 
one in which civil marriages 
take place. 

Back then, if a man could 
not offer his prospective wife 
a house, they could not 
marry.

British tycoons held over 
Icelandic bank collapse

Property magnates Robert and 
Vincent Tchenguiz were briefly 
detained in London as part of 
an international probe into the 
collapse of Icelandic bank 
Kaupthing. 

The Iranian-born brothers - 
- once listed among Britain’s 
richest men — released a state¬ 
ment saying they were "co-op¬ 
erating fully" with police and 
they were confident of being 
"cleared of any allegation of 
wrongdoing". 

A spokesman for the broth¬ 
ers confirmed they had been re¬ 
leased but said he was unable 
to provide further details. 

Britain’s Serious Fraud Of¬ 
fice (SFO) said they would 
"only provide an update when 
all suspects have been dealt 
with". 

The pair were among seven 
men arrested in dawn raids 
across the capital in connection 
with the fall of Kaupthing, one 
of three Icelandic banks that 
failed during the credit crunch 
in 2008. 


The SFO announced an in¬ 
vestigation into suspected fraud 
in December 2009 surrounding 
British investment in what was 
billed as a "high-yield" deposit 
account called Kaupthing 
Edge. 

The SFO added that two 
people had also been arrested 
in Iceland as part of the probe. 

Kaupthing had an estimated 
30,000 British investors. The 
Tchenguiz brothers are be¬ 
lieved to have substantial deal¬ 
ings with the bank and lost 
heavily when it failed. 

An SFO spokesman said: 
"This is a complex investiga¬ 
tion which crosses numerous 
jurisdictions. 

Kaupthing built up busi¬ 
nesses abroad during the boom 
years before the crash, using 
cheap debt to acquire a stable 
of varied assets. 

But it found it could not 
cover its obligations when 
credit dried up in 2008 and the 
Icelandic government was 
forced to rescue it and its peers.

The Rise of a Female Economy 



The economic empowerment 
of women across the globe is 
probably one of the most 
powerful social shifts in re¬ 
cent history. A generation ago 
working women performed 
“cheap” jobs, yet today over 
60% of women make up the 
professional workforce. Al¬ 
though they still lag by an av¬ 
erage of 15% to 20%, the 
rising female economy is a 
growing force in the 21 st cen¬ 
tury. Nations have acknowl¬ 
edged the role and rise of a 
female economy in national 
innovation and sustainable 
competitiveness. 

The rise of females can be ex¬ 
plained by numerous factors, 
including politics, education, 
industrial change and new 
technologies.

It has to 
some extent leveled the play¬ 
ing field. When agricultural 
and industrial force mattered, 
men may have had some ad¬ 
vantage, although the first and 
second world wars definitely 
debunk the myth that women 


are less industrious. The emer¬ 
gence of ‘Feminomics’, i.e., 
the combination of ‘female’ 
and ‘economics’, has been 
driven by the relentless rise 
and revolution of the informa¬ 
tion-based service economy 
and in its path, an emerging 
knowledge economy. 

The expansion of the higher 
education has also boosted job 
prospects for women, improv¬ 
ing their value on the job mar¬ 
ket and shifting their role 
models from motherhood to 
management, not without so¬ 
cial implications of course. 
From Minister to Corporate 
Manager, women now lead in 
government and some of the 
best companies world-wide. 
Some would even argue that 
the Lehman Brothers disaster 


would not have happened 
were it the Lehman Sisters. 
The growing cohorts of uni¬ 
versity-educated women is 
testimony of the force of 
feminomics, which has been 
equally aided by the new so¬ 
cial media revolution, inter¬ 
net-technologies and new 
forms of flexible work. The 
latter should not be underes¬ 
timated as private and public 
sector organization policies 
and strategies play a key de¬ 
termining (micro) factor in 
feminomics and realizing the 
potential productivity gains 
of a female economy. 

Beyond the social, political, 
economic, educational and 
technological factors, we 
should not dismiss what is 
most likely one of the most im¬ 
portant factors in the female 
ascent, which are the intrinsic 
female aspirations to rise and 
become equal partners in the a 
global knowledge economy. 
The power of female psyche as 
a driving force in our economy 
is one that can be reckoned on 
in the 21st century as females 
continue to rise to the top and 
empower not only themselves 
but the future of their nations 
and generations.

LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Grammy-winning British pop 
star Phil Collins called it a 
day ,but denied reports he 
was quitting because he no 
longer ’’fitted in” to the mod¬ 
ern music scene. 

Collins, 60, said he was 
retiring because he wanted to 
spend more time with his 
family, but he complained on 
his official website that re¬ 
ports about his intentions in 
recent days had been ’’more 
than a little distorted.” 

The Genesis drummer- 
turned-frontman who went 


on to sell more than 100 mil¬ 
lion albums as a solo artist 
said: ”1 am stopping so I can 
be a full-time father to my 
two young sons on a daily 
basis.” 

He rejected suggestions he 
was quitting because of 
’’dodgy reviews or bad treat¬ 
ment in the press” or because 
”1 don’t feel loved”, adding: 
”1 know I still have a very 
large fanbase that loves what 
I do. Thank you.” 

Collins said suggestions in 
the press that he was stopping 
’’because I don’t fit in” were 
disproved by his album 
’’Going Back” reaching num¬ 
ber one in the British charts 
last year. 

He said reports about his 
state of mind had made him 
sound ’’like a tormented 
weirdo”, but he reassured his 
fans: ’’There’s no need for the 
straitjacket.” 

London-born Collins is 
one of just just three record¬ 
ing artists, along with 
Michael Jackson and Paul 
McCartney, who have sold 
over 100 million albums 
worldwide both as solo artists 
and separately as principal 
members of a band. 

He has been married three 
times. 
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Dilshan guides Sri Lanka 
into quarters

PALLEKELE (AFP) - 
Tillakaratne Dilshan smashed 
144 before taking 4-4 to help 
Sri Lanka beat Zimbabwe by 
139 runs and reach the World 
Cup quarter-finals on Thurs¬ 
day. 

Together with fellow 
opener Upul Tharanga, who 
hit a career-best 133, Dilshan 
put on a new World Cup 
opening stand of 282 to guide 
Sri Lanka to an imposing 
327-6 before a packed 30,000 
crowd at Pallekele stadium. 

Zimbabwe made a fight¬ 
ing reply with Brendon Tay¬ 
lor (80) and Regis Chakabva 
(35) through a solid 116-run 
start before the innings fell 
apart, as they lost their last 
their last nine wickets for just 
63 runs. 

Dilshan, who bettered his 
previous best of 4-29 against 
India at Dambulla in 2005, 
also became the 11th all- 
rounder, and the second Sri 
Lankan behind Sanath Jaya- 
suriya, to score a hundred and 
take four wickets in an ODI. 

The result meant Sri 
Lanka, with seven points 
from five matches in Group 
A, become the first side to 
enter the last eight. 

New Zealand, with six 
points from four matches, 
Pakistan (six from four) and 
defending champions Aus¬ 
tralia (five from three) are 
virtually certain of filling the 
three other qualifying places 
from the group. 

’’Dilshan has that magic 
touch with bat, ball and on 
the field,” said Sri Lanka 
skipper Kumar Sangakkara, 
who also praised Muttiah 
Muralitharan who took 3-34 
on his last appearance in his 
home town of Kandy. 

’’Murali is a champion, 


and that's why he is rated the 
best in the world. When the 
tough times come, he stands 
up.” 

Man of the match Dilshan 
said: "This is the best match 
of my career. I think every¬ 
one's performing well, we are 
in a good position.” 

Sri Lanka owed their total 
to Dilshan and Tharanga who 
set the ball rolling after they 
were put into bat on a batting- 
friendly pitch, just failing to 
beat the world record first 
wicket stand of 286 runs. 

Tharanga, who also fea¬ 
tured in a that stand, with 
Jayasuriya against England at 
Leeds in 2006, hit his 10th 
one-day hundred, while Dil¬ 
shan notched his ninth, and 
second in the World Cup. 

Their stand was also the 
fourth highest partnership for 
any wicket in ODI history. 

Dilshan, 34, smashed one 
six and 16 boundaries during 
his attractive 131 -ball knock, 
cutting loose as early as in the 
second over, hitting paceman 


MONTREAL (AFP) - Mon¬

Another postponement 
for Mayweather 


LAS VEGAS (AFP) - Un¬ 
beaten American boxing star 
Floyd Mayweather's court 
hearing on domestic violence 
charges was postponed for a 
second time to April 28 by a 
judge on Thursday. 

The hearing was originally 
planned for January 25 but 
was pushed back to Thursday 
so that one of the fighter's 
lawyers could have time to 
review the evidence. 

Mayweather, who did not 
appear in court on Thursday, 
is accused of striking and 
threatening former girlfriend 
Josie Harris, stealing her mo¬ 
bile phone and threatening 
two of their children in an in¬ 
cident on September 9. 

Lawyers for Mayweather 
have denied any wrongdoing 
by the fighter, but May¬ 
weather faces up to 34 years 
in prison if convicted of the 
charges, which include 
felony counts of grand lar¬ 


ceny, coercion and robbery. 

Mayweather, 34, also 
faces a battery charge over an 
altercation with a security 
guard for his homeowners as¬ 
sociation, who claims May¬ 
weather poked him during a 
November argument regard¬ 
ing cars parking outside 
Mayweather's home. 

That case is set to go to 
trial on April 25. 

Boxing fans have hopes 
that Mayweather, 41-0 with 
25 career knockouts, will 
fight Filipino star Manny Pac- 
quiao in a showdown bout but 
Mayweather's legal woes 
have put such talk on hold. 

Southpaw Pacquiao, 52-3 
with two draws and 38 
knockouts and a winner of 13 
fights in a row in the past six 
years, is set to face 39-year- 
old US fighter Shane Mosley, 
46-6 with one draw and 39 
knockouts, on May 7 in Las 
Vegas. 


Semenya wins 400 metres, 
ready for South Korea 


CAPE TOWN (AFP) - South 
Africa's 800-metre world 
champion Caster Semenya on 
Thursday said she was ready 
to defend her title in South 
Korea in August after win¬ 
ning her first ever 400m race. 

"I think I'm ready for the 
800,” Semenya said after 
sprinting to a 54.03sec vic¬ 
tory at the Bellville Stadium 
on the outskirts of Cape 
Town in the third meeting in 
a national athletics series. 


"It’s what I'm training for 
so I'm just going to train hard 
so I can retain my title. I think 
I'm good enough to retain my 
title.” 

Semenya, 20, said she was 
still recovering from the back 
injury that stopped her com¬ 
peting at the Commonwealth 
Games in India last October.

announced on Thursday. 

The announcement comes 
only three days after Rachel 


Alexandra, the 2009 Horse of 
the Year, was revealed to be 
in foal and also expecting 
next February after being 
mated two weeks ago with 
2007 and 2008 Horse of the 
Year Curlin. 

The pregnancies set the 
stage for a sensational Ameri¬ 
can Triple Crown series rivalry 
in 2015, when top three-year- 
old horses race for glory at the 
Kentucky Derby, Preakness 
and Belmont Stakes. 

No horse has swept all 
three races since Affirmed in 
1978, who was the third horse 
in six years to achieve the feat 
after Secretariat in 1973 and 
Seattle Slew in 1977. 

Before that, no horse had 
won the treble since Citation 
in 1948. 

Zenyatta retired in No¬ 
vember after a 19-1 career, 
losing only to Blame in the 
final race of her career in last 
year's Breeders' Cup Classic. 


NFL Union boss vows no 18-game 
plan 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
National Football League 
Players Association execu¬ 
tive director DeMaurice 
Smith says the union will not 
agree to increase the number 
of games for each club from 
16 to 18 a season. 

As owners and players re¬ 
sumed contract negotiations 
Thursday on the eve of a 
deadline that has already 
been extended by one week, 
Smith's comment to Sports Il¬ 
lustrated showed that some 
lines have already been 
drawn in talks. 

"The league has never pre¬ 
sented a formal proposal for 
18 games," Smith told the 
magazine in a website report. 
"But more importantly, it's 
something that our players 
don't want — 18 games is not 
in the best interest of our 
players' safety, so we're not 
doing it." 

Owners had pushed for an 
18-game season in order to 
increase television revenues 
and give both sides a finan¬ 
cial boost as billionaire own¬ 
ers and millionaire athletes 
squabble over how to divide 
$9.1 billion in annual in¬ 
come. 

NFL owners, who already 
take $1 billion off the top for 
operating expenses, are push¬ 
ing for another $800 million. 
The players, who make 60 
percent of revenues after that 
first $1 billion, see that as a 
salary slashing move. 

A wage scale for rookies 
and greater benefits for re¬ 
tired players are other sum- 
bling-block issues while the 
union wants NFL clubs to 
open their business ledgers to 
prove their need for extra 
money they claim is vital to 
paying for huge new stadi¬ 
ums. 

So far, they have received 
some financial disclosures 
from the NFL but have not got¬ 
ten the information they seek. 


"That information would 
be utterly meaningless in de¬ 
termining whether to write an 
$800 million check to the Na¬ 
tional Football League," 
Smith said. 

The union has also asked 
US District Court judge 
David Doty to release infor¬ 
mation the NFL wants kept 
confidential regarding televi¬ 
sion contracts. 

Doty last week ruled the 
NFL was not entitled to $4 
billion in payments for future 
games from broadcast part¬ 
ners, money the union suc¬ 
cessfully argued was a war 


chest to fund a lockout. 

If no new deal is worked 
out by this afternoon, the sides 
could push back the deadline 
again or shut down talks. 

Once the deadline passes 
without a deal, owners could 
lock out players rather than 
abide by terms of the deal 
they voted to opt out of in 
2008. 

The union, however, could 
decertify as the bargaining 
unit for the players, setting 
the stage for what would 
likely be a protracted anti¬ 
trust court fight between 
players and the league.

Serena makes 
plans for July 
return 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Ser- 
ena Williams, recovering 
from the removal of a blood 
clot in her lung as well as a 
nagging foot injury, plans to 
play tennis in July for the 
Washington Kastles of World 
TeamTennis. 

The nine-team US league, 
which will stage a 36th sea¬ 
son from July 4-24, an¬ 
nounced on Thursday that 
Williams is scheduled to play 
in Washington on July 7 
against the Boston Lobsters 
and when the Kastles visit 
Sacramento on July 9. 

The reigning Wimbledon 
champion had said after her 
surgery for a blood clot that 
travelled from a leg into her 
lungs that she was hopeful of 
a summer return, but was un¬ 
sure exactly when she might 
be back on the court. 

The former world number 
one, a 13-time Grand Slam 
champion, would need to be 
ready by June 20 to defend 
her Wimbledon title. The 
women's final is set for July 2. 

Williams has not played a 
top-level match since last 
year's Wimbledon final.
